I have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  .Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending  Gist  December  1925. 


The  Birth  Rate  of  1 V.  £ per  1000  of  the  population  compares 
withthe  average  Rate  for  the  preceding  five  years  of  21  '3  and  with 
that  of  England  and  Wales  for  logo  of  18’ -3. 


The  Infant  mortality  Rate  of  84 '6  per  1000  Births  is 
higher  than  the  average  Rate  for  the  previous  five  years  of  t>6’4  di 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  lego  of  7&. 


The  Death  Rat e was  11  *1  against  an.  average  Rate  for  the 
preceding  live  years  oi  12’  K England  ana  wales  lOr  up, o - 131 2.

The  population  at  the  last  census  (1331  ) was  7140,  and  the 
estimated  population  for  1925  is  73  79,  showingnan  increase  of  2,39 
in  the  four  years.  The  115  new  houses  built  since  1931,  ana  the 
34  in  course  of  com struct ion,  leaves  an  estimated  number  still 
required  of  70.  When  all  these  have  been  built  anaoccupied,  there 
•should  be  no  shortage  of  houses  in  the  district.

pysical  features  and  general  character  of  the  area 

The  Rural  Sanitary  District  of  Drayton  comprises  an  area  of 
upwards  of  50,000  acres,  situated  in  the  great  central  plain  of 
England.  The  general  elevation  of  the  District  is  about  300  feet 
above  sea  level.  The  District  extends  from  the  parishes  of  Aaaerley 
and  Nor t on-in-Hale son  the  North,  to  the  parish  of  Woore  on  the  North- 
east, where  the  three  counties,  Cheshire,  Staffordshire  and  Shropshire 
Join;  to  the  south,  as  far  as  and  including  the  parishes  of  Linstock 
and  Childs  Ere all , ana  the  villages  of  Eaton  and  Little  Solas  in 
Stoke  parish.  On  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  River  Tern  and  the 
parish  of  Che swar dine . On  the  west  it  extends  to  andinciudes  the 
village  of  stoke-mpon-Tern , the  parish  ana  village  of  Hod net,  and 
the  hamlet  of  Marchamley.  Near  the  centre  of  the  district  is  the 
town  of  Market  Drayton  with  the  township  of  Little  Drayton  adjoining, 
and  the  parish  of  More  ton  Say.  Th§  formation  throughout  is  the  new 
red  sandstone  which  attains  its  greatest  elevation  in  England  in  the 
Hawke st one  Hills  near  the  Western  limit  of  the  District.  The  River 
Tern  in  its  winding  course  to  the  Severn  drains  the  greater  portion 
of  the  area.  The  land  in  general  contour  is  level,  well  watered, 
highly  cultivated,  and  there  are  some  finely  timbered  ©stated.  The 
population  is  employed  chiefly  in  agricultural  pursuits-.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or 

by  the  County  Council. 

A Hospital  for  isolation  of  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  and  Diphtheria 
situate  at  Little  Drayton,  is  available  for  and  supported  by  the  three 
Districts  - Drayton  and  El ore  Heath  Rural  and  Market  Drayton  Urban 
Districts.  The  Hospital  contains  four  wards  with  sixteen  beds.  A 
motor  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  hospital.  A Hospital  at  Wellington 
for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  smallpox,  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Council.  A motor  ambulance  is  provided  for  speedy  removal 
should  the  necessity  arise.

Of  the  130  children  horn  and  registered,  eighty  egghh  were 
successfully  vaccinated,  seven  died  unvaccinated,  one  one  removed 
out  of  the  district,  the  vaccination  of  three  was  postponed  hy 
medical  certificate,  and  thirty  one  children  remain  un vaccinated 
because  their  parents  had  conscientious  objections  to  vaccination, 
and  made  statutory  declarations  to  that  effect.
